1 . Claims 1 -35 are allowed.

The Applicant's claimed invention is deemed allowable over the prior art as the 
prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a data processor for determining jitter associated 
with a signal as a function of sample values provided by plural samplers having 
respective signal inputs and strobe inputs in which circuitry couples the signal to the 
plural signal inputs.

US Patent 5,631 ,553 to Bose et al. discloses an RF/microwave amplitude and 
phase measurement system that includes plural sampling gates with respective signal 
inputs and strobe inputs (Fig. 1 ). The reference is silent about coupling a (single) signal 
to the plural inputs and implies multiple signals (col. 4, lines 65 and 66). The reference 
discloses that the total jitter of the system is a particular value (col. 9, lines 29 and 30), 
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but does not teach deternnining jitter associated with the input signal as a function of 
sannple values provide by the plural sampling gates. 

US Patent 6,242,899 Bl to Miller discloses a waveform translator and includes a 
discussion in the Background of the Invention with respect to the patent to Bose et al. 
addressed above.
